Demand for Space Comes with the In- 
creased Subscription List. 

The advertising.department in addition to 
the circulation department is on the boom. 
Within forty-eight hours after the reduction 
in the price of the paper was announced the 
demand on the advertising columns was in- 
creased largely.

ILLINOIS DELEGATION IS GIVEN A 
ROYAL SOUTHERN GREETING. 


After Speechmaking and Sightseeing 
There Is a Parade of Nearly 2,000 
Northern and Southern Troops— 
Fifty Thousand People Wave and 
Shout a Welcome—First Regiment 
Boys March as Never Before—Re- 
Iuctant Departure at Midnight. 


Savannah, Ga., Nov. 13.—[{Special.}—The 
old Georgia Central did its prettiest last 
night, and the special trains bearing the 
troops and excursionists from Atlanta 
rolled into Savannah on time to the dot. 
About T o'clock Mayor Swift was awakened 
by the mellifiuous voice of a gentleman 
who went through the train shouting: 

“Gentlemen will please refrain from 
smoking in the cotton sheds and yards, as 
it is prohibited by law.”’ Everybody woke 
up, and a local committee made its appear- 
ance to welcome the party to Savannah. 

The trains carrying the civilians, the 
Mayor, and Illinois’ Governor were on side 
tracks near the wharf. Anodd sight await- 
ed the excursionists. Fifty thousand cot- 
ton bales were piled upon the dock, and 
vessels were there to take them to foreign 
markets. A great many of the visitors 
availed themselves of the opportunity to 
look over a cotton press in full blast. The 
morning was, clear and sharp, by all odds 
the best and brightest the Northern people 
have had since they left home. William 
Garrard, Esq., Mayor Myers of Savannah, 
with a number of other gentlemen, busied 
themselves making the acquaintance of the 
Illinois visitors. 

The party walked through the piles of 
cotton bales to a great big steamer called 
the Nacoochee, a vessel belonging to the

ONLY ASK A FAIR DEAL. 


ATTITUDE OF GRAIN DEALERS ON 
THE QUESTION OF WEIGHTS. 


Representatives of the State Associa- 
tion Meet Local Men in Conference 
and Discuss the Situation—Number 
of Receiving Fitms Caught in the 
Act of Selling to Parties Who Per- 
sistently Refuse to Give Official 
Weights—Opposed to Discipline. 

Considerable impetus was given the move- 
ment for reform in grain weighing at Chi- 
cago yesterday. A special meeting of the 
local Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association 
was called for 3 o’clock to confer with rep- 
resehtatives of the State Grain Dealers’ 
Association. The association was repre- 
sented by John Crocker, B. S. Tyler, Theo- 
dore Baxter, and E. 8S. Greenleaf. The first 
two named are respectively President and 
Secretary of tlfe association. They consti- 
tuted a comm#tee appointed to make in- 
vestigation as to the opposition developed 
to the plan of placing all weighing under the 
auspices of the Board of Trade. 

A number of owners of private elevators 
and large buyers of grain have so far re- 
fused to give Board of Trade weights, but 
have had their own weighmen deputized by 
the city, and have insisted on trading on 
these weights. 

The Board) of Trade passed a rule provid- 
ing that receivers shall give public or dis- 
interested certificates of weight whenever 
Chicago weights are a basis of settlement. 

Then the directors expressed their opinion 
that weights by private weighmen deputized 
as city weighers are not “ disinterested.” 

In face of the agreement among the re- 
ceivers and the action taken by the Board of 
Trade and the State Grain Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation a half dozen receiving firms con- 
tinued to sell to the sugar refinery and other 
concerns which have refused to give official 
weights. 


Caught in the Act. 


caught in the act by the representative of 
the Grain Dealers’ Association. At the 
meeting yesterday afternoon the action of 
the Board of Trade in passing the rule re- 
garding grain weights was reviewed and the 
following resolutions adopted: 

“Be it resolved, That the President of the 
Grain Receivers’ Association appouit a com- 
mittee of five to obtain evidence of violation 
of the above rule, and any member found 
guilty of such violation shall be subject to 
expulsion from this association. 

“Be it further resolved, That we, as mem- 
bers of this body, will lend our aid, assist- 
ance, and encouragement to the directors of 
the Board of Trade as far as possible in 
properly disciplining anybody violating Sec. 
10 of Rule 22.’’ 

The committee will be appointed by John 
Hill Jr. today. A number of members of 
the local receivers’ association were in- 
clined to think the action unwise. .They 
Say the association never was a compact, 
cohesive body, and any radical effort at dis- 
cipline will simply result in destroying it. 
If the violators of the rule cannot be disci- 
plined by the board itself, they say, the Re- 
ceivers’ Association cannot do it. 

Others claim that the Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation, or rather its members, have not 
done their part in furthering the proposed 
reform. They were to send out notices to 
all their Chicago connections ordering #hem 
not to sell grain except on official. weights. 
Some of the big receivers claim they have 
not so far received a single notice from the 
country. 

The old committee, of which E. 8S. Jones is 
Chairman, was reappointed and instructed 
to make efforts to bring private elevator 
owners and the Board of’ Trade weich- 
aw together on the question of weighing 

ees, 


Adjusting Weighing Fees. 

The Weighing committee of.the Board of 
Trade has made some progress in the line 
of adjusting a scale of weighing fees to be 
charged by the Board of Trade weighmaster. 
John Walker has agreed to a reduction in 
the fees for weighing transfer cars from 50 
cents to 30 cents, to take effect Friday. He 
has also agreed to a proposition by which 
the weighing charges at warehouses con- 
trolled by Seaverns and Harper shal! be the 
Same ds those at warehouses regular under 
the Board of Trade rule. 

“We think we are making progress on 
this grain weighing question,” said John 
Crocker, President of the State Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association. ‘“ At least, there are peo- 
ple here who are a great deal worse scared 
than weare. All we ask’is a fair deal as to 
weights. We do not ask buyers to take our 
weights, and there is no reason why we 
should take theirs. A meeting of the State 
association will probably be called in a 
short tint. Tue TRIBUNE has been of the 
greatest help to us in this crusade for honest 
weights at Chicago. It has recognized-the 
importance of the subject and treated it ac- 
eordingly.’’

Otto Young Buys Part of the Fair Prop- 
erty for $525,000. 

Otte Young has bought from Caroline 
Ogden Jones of Newport, R. I., and Frances 
Ogden Jones of New London, Conn., the 
property Nos. 184 and 186 State street for 
$525,000 cash. The transaction was closed 
yesterday and the deeds filed for record.,. 
This property is now occupied as a part of 
The Fair, of which Mr. Young is one.of the | 
principal owners. It has a frontage of 
forty-nine feet on State street and a depth 
of 122 feet. It lies on the west side of State 
street, between Adams and Monroe, and is 
just south of and adjoining the alley known 
as Hydraulic place. Itis improved with a five- 
story and basement stone building, erected 
in. 18738. . " 

Adjoining the building on the south is an- 
other with forty-seven feet frontage on 
Etate street and improved in conformity 
with the structure just bought. This is also 
owned by Mr. Young, which gives him a 
frontage of ninety-six feet on State street 
and a depth of 122 feet, running to a private 
alley twenty-seven feet wide. The corner 
property, having a frontage of ninety-five 
feet and a depth of 140 feet on Adams street, 
is owned by the Sheldon estate and is leased 
to The Fair for twenty years, with an option 
of twenty years more. 

The property which Mr. Young has just 
bought is under a twenty-year lease from 
May k 1805, at a net annual rental of 
$20 000, except that the insurance on the 
building was paid by the owners. , 7 

The sale is notable in more ways than one. 
It is one of the few sales of valuable State 
street property made since 1892, and the 
price established is in excess of anything 
ever paid on State street south of Monroe. 
The front foot valuation is $10.714, and the 
square foot valuation is $87. Figured on 
the lease rental, the sale was made on a 
basis of a little more than 3% percent. The 
recent sale of the Pardridge holding to H. H. 
Kohlsaat was for $3 less a square foot than 
has just been realized for The Fair prop- 
erty. The sale was made through Ogden, 
Sheldon &°*Co., who have owned or con- 
trolied the property since 1845. 

The legal description of the property 
places it in the south half of the original 
block 141. It was owned by Countess de 
lavelette from 1841 until 1845, when it was 
bought by Ogden & Jones. They paid $3,000 
for the entire corner, and it has been held 
by the heirs of the original members of the 
firm until the sale was completed yesterday. 
The Fair will continue to occupy the prop- 
erty under the terms of its lease it is 
said Mr. Young is now negotiating either 
for an extension of the leases or the purchase 
cf the corner property and the putting up of 
a new building in conformity with the Dear- 
born street building owned by The Fair. 

The quarter block fronting on Dearborn 
and Adams streets. which has a frontage of 
190 feet on Dearborn and 165 feet on Adama, 
is owned by the estate of Marcus C. Stearns 
and is under a ninety-nine-year lease to 
Otto Young at a rental of $70,000 a year. 
‘This property was improved by The Fair 
with a nine-story building in 1891.

London, Nov. 13.—The correspondence of 
the British Government with Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British Ambassador to the 
United States, upon the question of the 
Bering Sea compensation from May, 1894, 
to August, 1895, was issued tonight. Lord 
Salisbury.writes Pauncefote: . 

“The arguments you advance to support 
our claims have the entire approval and con- 
currence of the government. The attempt 
made by Senator John T. Morgan of Ala- 
bama, Chairman of the United States Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, to dis- 
pute them seems largely founded on misap- 
prehension, and the government cannot 
doubt when the facts are placed before the 
public of the United States the liability of 
the United States to make compensation, 
which has never been denied by the govern- 
ment, will generally be recognized, both in 
and outside of Congress.” 


GOMEZ MOVES WITH HIS BIG ARMY. | 


Leaves Siguanca for the District of 
Remedios with 4,000 Men, 

Nov. 13.—Maximo Gomez, with 

4,000 followers, according to the reports re- 

eeived by official circles here, has left Sig- 

uanca and is moving in the direction of

The statement cabled to the Correspend- 
encia of Madrid from this city that Maximo 
Gomez had been routed is not true. Gomez 
has not yet been attacked by the Spanish 
forces. 

Gen. de Campos is now at his headquar- 
ters laying out a plan of campaign which 
should result in a big engagement between 
the Spanish troops and the insurgents under 
Gomez. It is thought probable this will be 
the decisive battle of the war in Cuba.

Curious Performances of New Vessels 
Not Up to Requirements. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—Admiral 


_Ramsay has collected some interesting fig- 


ures on the ordinary cruising performances 
of the new warships, which will be sent to 
Congress by Secretary Herbert in his an- 
nual report, and which may lead to discus- 
sion when appropriations are urged for new 
vessels of high speed. During the last year 
the Admiral has required all commanding 
officers to report to him the rate of speed 
and the coal consumed on every voyage, 
and the results demonstrate that the won- 
derful bursts of speed' which are pro- 
ductive of large premiums, when skilled 
jockeying is employed by builders on tria] 
trips to establish great records, are mean- 
ingless as indicating the value of such ves- 
sels for every-day naval uses. m 

The cruiser New York, for instance, is 
rated in.official publications as a 21-knot 
ship. From August to) October, 1895, the 
best run it made was at the rate of 15 knots 
an hour, which was from Kiel to Gravesend, 
a distance of 685 knots, at the close of the 
canal celebration. From Gravesend to New 
York it made 14 Knots, but its average for 
the year was about 10 knots.

KENWOOD CLUB’S NEW SKATING RINK. 


Preparing for the Advwent of Jack 
Frost—No Toboggean Slide. 

Work was begun yesterday on the new 
skating rink of the Kenwood Country club. 
It was decided at the meting of the club’s 
directors last week that the ground imme- 
diately north and west of the club-house 
should be used for the rink, and it is this 
space which is now Peing fitted up ready 
for the first hard freze. 

The ground to be occupied by the rink is 
at present devoted to tennis and croquet 
courts, most of which are made of clay, so 
that a good bottom for the rink is assured. 
The posts for the tennis nets have ben re- 
moved, and the whole area is being sur- 
rounded by the heavy pine beams used dur- 
ing the summer for borders to the croquet 
courts. With a little filling these beams 
will make an excellent bank for the skating 
area, and can be removed with small diffi- 
culty next spring. The-ice will extend all

In the way of a shelter for use in putting 
on and taking off skates the decision was 
made to use the present club-house, For 
this purpose the large center veranda is 
being boarded up, and a stove will be in-

in readiness to be flooded as soon as the 
weather will permit.

LECTURES ON MUNICIPAL SOCIOLOGY 


Prof. Gould of Chicago University 
Talks on “The Liquor Problem.” 

Prof. B. R. L. Gould of the University of 
Chicago began a course of six lectures yes- 
terday afternoon in the chapel of Cobb 
Hall on the subject of ‘‘Problems in Munic- 
ipal Sociology.’’ Prof. Gould’s subject was: 
“The Liquor Problem; Its Rational Treat- 
ment.”’ 

“Immoderate drinking,” he said, “is a 
leading factor in crime. The result of the 
liquor interest becoming a political power 
will be the corruption of civic life. There is 
a, grave danger in making prohibition a po- 
litical igsue.: It is a social or moral issue, 
not a political one. 

“There are three alternatives. First, let 
the evil' become unendurable. Second, con- 
tinue the methods of control previously 
tried. ‘Third, approach the study of the

Civilians always like to see a military 
parade. There is nothing which delights 
them more. Those of Atlanta would have 
been delighted if the Fifth Regiment of 
regular infantry, which is stationed there, 
had turned out on Chicago day and 
marched along with the First.

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IMMIGRATION FROM EUROPE. 

The total number of immigrants from 
Europe during the fiscal year 1892 was 
623,000. Times were good then, the Re- 
publicans being in power. Wages were 
high, work abundant, and laboringmen 
could do much better in this country than in 
Europe, and they came in droves. During 
the six months of May to October, 1894, 
the Democratic panic year, only ~92,673 
That was because

The ailing employés of the Union Pacific 
railroad have taken a new departure in 
what may be called emotional therapeutics. 
They have departed on a special train for. 
Denver to be cured of their ills by Francis 
Schiatter, ‘the. “crazy shoemaker,” who 
is thought by many ignorant persons to be 
a new Messiah. If they firmly believe 
they will receive benefit from his incaata- 
tions some of them will no doubt be bene- 
fited temporarily, for no fact is better 
established than that the mind can do 
something in combating disease. Even 
Australia’s “ Dr.” Dowie is able te work 
seeming cures of nervous or imaginary ail- 
ments; and so can Schlatter, who is not a 


money-grabbing swindler, but a lunatic 


that has sent many people home rejoicing 
who had supposed that they were fl when 
bilious or affected with some nervous 
trouble. 

This special train to beneficial humbug 
is another proof that civilization has not 
accomplished nearly so much in the way 
of enlightenment or common sense as’ the 
doctrinaires delight to affirm. Belief in the

and in “Christian science,” falsely so-called, 
is a manifestation of the same qualities of 
human nature that produced the “ dancing 
mania ” in the dark ages; that made witch- 
burning possible in New England two cent- 
uries ago; that made the Rochester knock- 
ings the seed of a powerful propaganda;

PASSAGE OF THE SHERMAN SILVER LAW. 

Tue TRIBUNE several times has stated 
with more or less fullness the facts in con- 
nection with the passage of thé Sherman 
law of July 14, 1890, for the purpose-of 
showing the falseness of certain claims that 
often have been made by Democrats con- 
cerning it. The second volume of Senator 
John Sherman’s book, just issued, contains 
a statement of the facts which is highly in- 
teresting as coming by authority, though it 
makes public little or nothing that has not 
been told before. Senator Sherman says 
he took but little part in framing the legisla- 
tion till the bill got into conference. The 
situation at that time wis critical. A larie 
majority of the Senate favored “ free sil- 
ver,” and it was feared the small majority 
against it in the other House might yield 
and agree to it. The silence of President 
Harrison on the subject gave rise to an ap- 
prehension that if a free coinage bill should 
pass both Houses he would not feel at lib- 
erty to veto it; some action had to be taken 
to prevent the adoption of free silver coin- 
age, and the measure evolved was the best 
obtainable. Sherman voted for it, but the 
day it became a law he was ready to repeal 


’ it, if repeal could be had without substitut- 


ing in its place absolutely free coinage. 

The House conferrees yielded reluctantly 
to the striking .out of the section in the 
House bill which provided for the redemp- 
tion of thé notes in bullion, a plan that had 
been urged by Secretary Windom, and in 
lieu thereof was inserted the important 
clause declaring that it was the purpose of 
the government to maintain the parity of 
the two metals. The friends of free coin- 
age stoutly asserted that the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of ‘silver éach month 
would not only prevent its depreciation but 
advance its market price, and thus be a 
gain to the government. Sherman did not 
believe, this, but hoped silver would not 
further decline in value, and felt that in any 
event it was better to stop the compulsory 
coinage of the bullion into dollars, as to 
force them into circulation would reduce 
the purchasing power of the dollar and 
bring the United States to the single stand- 
ard of silver. Hesays: “ Being compelled 
to choose between the measure proposed 
and the free coinage of silver, 1 preferred 
the former and voted for the bill, and thus, 
with others, became responsible for it.”’ 
He adds: ** Long before the second election 
of Mr. Cleveland I advocated the repeal of 
what became known as the Sherman act, 


repeal he recommended.” 

In this the Senator does not assume to 
speak for others than, himself, but he really 
describes the attitude and motive of.all the 
Republicans who voted for the passage of 
the Sherman law. They so voted not be- 
cause of a wish to flood the country with 
more silver, but for the reason that the 
measure seemed to them to be the best ob- 
tainable for warding off the adoption of free 
coinage at 16 to. 1, which was being pressed 
for by the Democrats almost as a-unit and 
by those Republicans who represented the 
silver States. That is the real truth of the 
matter, and it is fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tion on the part of certain leading Demo-

STEAM TUGS AND LAKE BUSINESS. 

Tug: Captain Dunham of this city is 
quoted as saying in an interview that there 
is a big falling-off in the commerce of the 
Port of Chicago: “ Not half the tows come 
here now that did four or five years ago.” 
And he says that while a good share of this 
falling-off is due to the change from schoon- 
ers to large steamers he “believes a great 
deal of it is owing to. the shifting of lake 
traffic from Ghicago-to the head of Lake 
Superior.” ‘He intimates a fear that in the 
growth of lake traffic Chicago has had its 
day of preéminence, and that the cities at 
the head of Lake Superior will hereafter be 
in the front. Also he thinks that delays and 
detentions in our harbor have had some- 
thing to do with the change and may have 
hastened it. 

No doubt the cities at the head of Lake 
Superior are destined to achieve a far 
largey growth than they have yet reached. 
They are very favorably situated for re- 
ceiving the barley and wheat grown and 
supplying the commercial wants of the peo- 
ple who live in the greater part of Minne- 
sota and the two Dakotas. But they hard- 
ly edn be said to have caused any special 
loss of trade to Chieago or to threaten it for 
the future. Their growth has been due to 
the development of the country westward 
and around them; and with its further de-. 
velopment they are likely to increase, 
Their merchants may compete with those of 


flour product, but the foreign demand has 
increased: with the area of supply, and the 
result is mostly a matter of price to the 
producer. There still is a pretty wide ex- 
panse of wheat land naturally tributary to 
this cit}, and the whole of the surplus corn 
crop is grown too far south to seek the head 
of Lake Superior as an outlet either to 
Europe or our Eastern States, For the 
great bulk of this leading crop the port at 
‘the head of Lake Michigan is about as at- 
tractive as ever, except as the cut-off lines 
around us compete more severely with lake 
freight rates than ever before,-and the new 
port of Newport News promises to inerease 
the business of mote southerly lines that 
run east and west.

Louisville Courier-Journal: It is surprising that 
Senator Blackburn should supposeat this juncture 
in Kentucky politics that a nomination by a cau- 
cus would avail him anything. 

He went to Owensboro and forced a district con~- 
vention to adopt a 16 to 1 resolution which In effect 
repealed. the Democratic national platform and 
condemned our national leaders. ;

At once Mr. Blackburn took the stump for 16 to 
1 and his campaign was an attack on every posi- 
tion the Democratic convention had taken on the 
financial question in behalf of sound money. It 
was a campaign intended to reverse the conven- 
tion, but the convention was sustained at the polls 
and again Mr. Blackburn was rebuked. 

Twice the people of Kentucky have pronounced 
against Mr. Blackburn, and yet he seeks to force 
through a caucus some approval of his 16 to 1 
course and a reélection to the Senate. 

Mr. Blackburn professes great devotion to the 
sound money platform of 1892. That platform 
called for the repeal of the Sherman act, yet week 
after week Mr. Blackburn opposed that repeal and 
spoke against it. : 

Certainly Mr. Blackburn should realize that his 
political career is over. He should have accepted 
the verdict of the convention in.June last and then 
have withdrawn from the contest for Senator.” On 
the contrary, he persisted in his canvass, and to 
him in the main is due the Democratic defeat of 
last Tuesday. 

In view of this record still fresh in the mind of 
the public it may be accepted as indisputable that 
even should the Democrats control the Legisla- 
ture by a safe majority, and should Blackburn 
have a majority of the caucus, still he could not 
be elected. He has rejected the authority of the 
State convention and he has refused obedience to 
the orders of a national convention, and, having 
thus set an example of revolt and of insubordina- 
tion, he could not expect those who disagree with 
him to accept as final the action of a body like a 
legislative caucus. 


The Woman Suffrage Vote. 

The returns of the vote on the question whether 
it is expedient to grant municipal suffrage to 
women indicate an adverse majority of about two 
to one. The vote of Boston, complete, with the 
exception of a single precinct, stands: Yes. 
22,021; no, 41,912; a majority of 19,891 in the neg- 
ative. In the Democratic wards, as a. rule, the 
alfirmative vote ran in very light figures, but in 
the Republican wards the suffragists made a bet- 
ter showing. Take, for example, the vote in six 
Republican wards—1l, 9, 10, 11, 21, and 24. Here 
we find a total vote of: Yes, 8,456; no, 11,119: while 
in the other wards the vote was: Yes, 13,565; no, 
30,798. To put the difference more clearly, In the 
six strong Republican wards about 48 per cent of 
the total vote on the referendum was for suffrage. 
and in the other wards the suffragist proportion 
dropped to 30 per cent. But, whether Republican 
or Democratic, every ward declared itself against 
the proposal, and the city, as a whole, went nearly 
two to one against it:—Boston Herald. 

All the women in Boston who were not aliens had 
the same privilege to regifter and vote on the same 
terms as the men. There are over 100,000 women 
in that city who might have voted for female suf- 
frage at all municipal elections if they desired it. 
But it seems that not more than one in twenty did, 
and that, too, after an active and persistent agita- 
tion of rgore than twenty years.

FACTORY. 


One at Ogdensburg Progressing, An- 
other May Go Up Near Chicago. 
New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.]|—Edwin 
Gould’s new match company, the Con- 
tinental, reports progress in the completion 
of its plant at Ogdensburg. A 750 horse- 
power Bass-Corliss engine has been ordered 
from Fort Wayne, Ind. The company has 
in temporary quarters a machine capable 
of turning out 560,000 splints a minute, 
which is running at a rate of 117,600 splints 
per minute. When the new building is 
finished the company will put at least three 
of these machines in it and make splints for 
this factory and for the one at Passiac, N. 
J., and for export. It is intended to erect 
two additional buildings, each 47x400 feet. 
The company’s immense docks on the St. 
Lawrence River are completed. There is 
every probability that another factory of 
the company will be placed in the vicinity 

of Chicago.

| be on the best of terms with each other. 


The Board of Directors of the National 
League began business at 11 o’clock, and 
handled a good deal of matter during its 
Session, KEx-Capt. John M. Ward requested 
it to have his name erased from the reserve 
list of the New York baseball club, claiming 
under the rules a contract should have been 
proffered to him at the close of the season 
of 1894, and as this was not done he asserted 
this omission released him. Furthermore, 
he claimed the keeping of his name on the 
list injured him in his profession asa lawyer, 
as it would lead persons to suppose he had 
not rétired perrnanently from the ball field. 
Ward's protest was laid over in order that 
the board could take further testimony in 
regard to the matter. 

Von der Ahe Loses McFarland Case. 

Chris. Von der Ahe of St. Louis made a 
claim for remuneration in the well-known 
Pitcher McFarland case, but after delibera- 
tion the board decided McFarland rightly 
belonged to Cincinnati, and that the St. 
Louis President's claim should not be al- 
lowed.

Man Supposed to Be C. Shuler Kills 
an Woman and Child and Himself. 

Laredo, Tex., Nov. 13.—A man, a middle- 
aged woman, and an 8-year-old girl regis- 
tered here Monday as C. Shuler and family 
of San Antonio. 

The woman said they were formerly of 
St. Louis and more recently from Fort 
Worth, where her son kept a hotel. They 
were en route to Monterey.

East St. Louis and Dallas. 

Over $1,600 in $100 bills were found upon 
the man’s person, two watches, and a charm 
with “Kuntz” engraved upon it. A large 
photograph of the man who committed the 
murder, the same beautiful little girl, but 
another women, perhaps 28. or 30 years of 
age, was foundin his room. One letter, ad- 
dressed ‘‘Willie,”’ written in German, evi- 
dently comes from Hoboken, N. J., or 
Kingston, N. Y. It was not signed. The 
writer calls himy husband and asks for 
money. Undertlothing was found marked 
“Kuntz,” and it appears that‘ Kuntz had 
been a stationary engineer in St. Louis. The 
woman with him said he was to be superin- 
tendent of some railroad works in Mon- 
terey. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 13.—July last Will- 
iam Kuntz, employed here at the Fordheim 
Brewery, left Kansas City to go to Fort 
Worth, Tex., where he claimed to have a 
brother living. Kuntz came here from St. 
Louis in February, bringing a woman, who 
passed as his wife, and one child. At St. 
Louis he was employed as master mechanic 
in the Green Tree brewery.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Managers of insurance companies are discussing 
the advisability of getting up a form of ordinance 
regulating the insulation of electrical wiring, to 
be presented to the various city councils of the 
country for passage. Nearly all of the existing 
ordinances are defective in one way or another and 
experience has shown many changes which could 
be made in the method of putting in wires which 
reduce the danger of fire toa minimum. It is pro- 
posed to prepare a general form of ordinance, 
which shall be sent to the various insurance organ- 
{zations in the couritry with the request that they 
secure the codperation of the law-making bodies 
and have the ordinance passed. 

The extent of the electrical fires in the United 
States is enormous. During the year 1804 a con- 
servative estimate of the damage resulting from 
fires started by electricity is $3,000,000. While 
much of this would follow the use of electricity, 
no. matter how well the wiring might be done, it 
is believed by far the greater number of fires are 
the result of cheap and careless insulation of 
wires. An ordinance which would be prepared 
from the result of past experience would to a great 
extent do away with the cause for fires from this 
scurce. The ordinance which it is proposed shall 
be sent out with the approval of the insurance com- 
panies will contain the result of the careful re- 
searches in this line during the last dozen years. 
It will provide for the manner in which wires 
should be carried into buildings, the proper sort of 
insulation and joints, the sockets which should be 
employed, and automatic cut-outs, the size of wire 
for the various uses to which it would be put 
would be stipulated, and one of the features of 
the ordinance would be a provision that no cur- 
rent for the furnishing of either power or light 
should be taken from a trolley line. That is one 
of the chief causes of fires in many towns where 
the street-car companies furnish current for other 
purposes thay the propelling of their cars. Insur- 
ance companiés will cancel any policies on any 
risk where such current is used whenever the fact 
is known, but there are still many cases where the 
rules of the underwriting companies are v iolated. 

The insurance companies of the United States 
maintain an electrical bureau, the purpose of 
which is to obtain Mformation which will tend to 
leesen the number of fires due to electricity. Ww. 
H. Merrill Jr. of Chicago is the chief electrician of 
this bureau. He has just prepared a list of ordi- 
nances, which are now in force in various munici- 
palities of the country and the law which is in 
force in Massachusetts regulating the stringing of 
wires in that State. 

* * 

A bill has been introduced in the Georgia Legis- 
lature providing for the appointment of 2 In- 
surance Commissioner with a salary of $2, a 
year, who shall be empowered to eB om a 
schedule of just and reasonable rates’’ for each 
company or individuai doing an insurance busi- 
ness in the State. The bill further provides that 
the Commissioner may change or revise the sched- 
ule as often as he may deem necessary, and that 
any policy-holder who has a complaint to make 
against an insurance company may cite it to the 
Commissioner, who is to be authorized to take such 
action as he may see fit. For any charge in ex- 
cess of the rate established by the Commissioner 
made by any insurance company it shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of from $100 to $1,000. 


Sixty-nine fire insurance a doing busi- 
ness in St. Louis collected premiums in excess of
